Washington, July 21.—Martin M. 
Mulhall, late “lobbyist” for the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, swore today that former Con- 
gressman James E. Watson, of In- 
diana, was employed in 1908 while he 
Was still a member of the house 
help put through a Dill for a tariff 
commission. Mulhall _ testified that 
Watson was to receive retainer of 
$500, $250 a week while working for 
the bill and $10,000 if he got the meas- 
ure through congress. He did not 
Say who was to give the money. 

Wanted Watson in Cabinet. 

Mulhall’s letters dealt today largely 
with what the National Association of 
Manufacturers was going to do for 
former Congressman James E. Watson, 
of Indiana, toward getting him a place 
in President Taft’s cabinet and of how 
the association began work for a tariff 
commission. According tc the letters 
Mulhall, Schwedtman and eventually 
President Van Cleave and others high 
in the councils of the association 
wanted Watson in the post of secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, after he 
had been defeated for governor of In- 
diana. In one letter Mulhall wrcte: 


to 


“If Mr. Watson is selected for the 
appointment of secretary of commerce 
and labor he will be much more pow- 
erful in the cabinet of President Taft 
than he would-be as governor of the 
Sreat state of Indiana.” 
said: “If he (Mr.

Nelson and Clapp on Stand. 

Two=swenators, Nelson and Clapp, of

Mulhall wrote to F. C, Schwedtman, | 
secretary to James W. Van Cleave, ' 
president of the association, that he | 
had seen Senator Nelson, and that the 
senator told him what transpired in 
his subcommittee. He swore on direct 
examination by Senator Cummins that

to meet the views of the more con- 
servative members of the committea, 
but the amended bill provides for a 
state boardand gives that board power 
equalization of tax returns 
among the counties. 

Representative Sheppard, of Sum- 
ter, is outspoken against a state board 
in any shape and has announced that 
he would file a minority report to any 
bill with that feature in it. When heé 
saw that he was hopelessly in the mi- 
nority he left the committee room in 
high dudgeon without even the. 
formality of asking to be excused by 
the chairman.
